The "on-again . . . off- 

agajn'' controversy over the 
question of proposed resi­ 
dential routes for fill-load­ 
ed trucks will be brought, 
to the floor of the Torrance 
City Council for the fourth 
lime Tuesday.

Residents of the Newton- 
IVladison St. area have 
strongly opposed plans of 
the Torrance Sand and 
Gravel Company to use 
their streets to carry free­ 
way fill to a main highway, 
regarding the heavy trucks 
as an undue traffic and 
health hazard.

Company spokesmen, ap­ 
pearing earlier before the 
Council, had promised that 
they would pay crossing 
guards to patrol all key in­ 
tersections during workin.u: 
hours and commented upon

plans to donate the cleared 
area for a neighborhood 
little league field.

Council, at first, denied, 
then approved, then de­ 
nied the company the right 
to use Madison and New­ 
ton streets in order to reach 
a main highway.

Company said that only 
other route for the trucks, 
which would have to leave 
from the other end of the. 
fill area, would be Cren- 
shaw Blvd. They pointed 
out that 1700 loaded trucks 
now use Crenshaw each 
daj- and the addition of 500 
more would create an im­ 
possible traffic hazard.

ACCIDENT FACTOR
One of the huge dirt 

haulers Wednesday was in­ 
volved in a collision at the 
corner of Crenshaw and l.o-

mita, hospitalizing t wo 
women.

In addition to increasing 
the traffic dangers on Cren­ 
shaw if the trucks we r e 
forced to leave from the 
other end of the fill area, 
it would virtually eliminate 
the possibility of clearing 
an area for a little league 
field.

Still to be heard from are 
residents of Crenshaw Blvd. 
and other residential areas 
which would be affected if 
trucks are compelled to use 
already crowded routes to 
the highway.

Company officials esti­ 
mated that it would take 
five months to remove 
enough dirt to fulfill 4 h e 
freeway contract and to 
make room for the baseball 
diamonds.
